The arrangements were all in most excellent 

taste, and the tables groaned beneath a profusion 
of all the good things of this life, The barbecued 
meats were dressed in the finest and most relishable 
style, and the adjoining river and lakes had )een 
forced to add their supply of dainties to the feast. 
I noticed, too, that there was a real superabundance 
of delightful cakes of all sorts, shapes, sizes, and 
ingredients: but being most greedily engaged in 
the demolition of the more substantial portions of 
the dinner, I feel incompetent to pass a distinet 
judgment upon the same. My friend, Jack ——— 
expressed, | think, the sentiment of the crowd, 
when, with two tender ribs of mutton in his mouth 
and a delicate piece of well-browned fish on his 
fork, he hoarsely whispered— It is a good and a 
pleasant thing to be here.’ 

The negroes followed the invited guests at the 
tables, and sat down to the same dainties and deli- 
eacies which had just afforded so much satisfaction 
to our palates. They numbered some one hundred 
and forty inall. It was a goodly sight to see 
their dark countenances lighted up with pleasure 
at the sight of the eatables before them; the entire

things; the extreme delicacy of the female portion 
of the erowd, ordering the delighted waiters with 
fastidious taste and careless toss of the head t» 
‘fetch the nicest pieces of the sheep-meet they 
could find,’ or ‘to cut a big slice of de eake wid de

on the lady when she war drinking her coffee.’ 
The most amusing part of the scene was a table 
full of little snow-halls—some forty in number, and 
all about one size andage. They were the blackest 
of black ‘little niggers.” Their heads rolled from 
side to side as they crammed in the food, and more 
pxvticularly the cake, in a pure repletion of anime] 
enjoyme:t. They did enjoy it. Tears were in ther 
large rolling eyes, but they were tears produced by 
a satiety of cake. They went because they could 
‘ Eat no more!’ 


There was not one of the slaves, little or big, bat 
who was dressed cleanly, and some of thein almast 
elegantly—tor there is (strange as it may sound to 
the ears of some) fully as much taste for dress 
among hegroes as among the whites. The litle 
ones were rigged off in their white cotton shins, 
the old familiar plantation dress for the childrenof 
the South—white as well as black. Jlere was con- 
Jint, health, and happiness displayed. 

My object, Mr. Editor, in thus detailing the scene 
which | witnessed on this plantation, is to call the 
attention of your readers (and it may be some who 
are not) to the fact that here in our own county of 
Lawrence, in the State of Mississippi, is a large 
plantation of negroes owned by a northern Unired 
States senator, and that these negroes are better 
fed, better clothed, and their bodily eomforts beter 
provided for, than many of even the white laboring 
classes of the North—passing hy for the presentthe 
condition of its free negro population. The negroes 
of Senator Douglas have divine serviee regularly 
performed, and for their special benefit. Their 
spiritual, as well as their bedily wants, are attend- 
ed to. Now, the thought struck me that it weuld 
have been a most instructive lessen to certain Free 
Soil constituents of Senator Douglas to have been 
present on this oceasion. I would like to have 
seen the exponent and embodiment of * All Young 
America’ make his appearance just as his slayes 
seated themselves at the tables, in order that he 
might have taken in ata single glance the real «on- 
dition of the ‘poor African of the South.’
